New York, June 13—The opening of the 
efiee exchange this morning wasthe most 
ecid in its history, In the jimited 
space ajlowed for clerkaand customersin he 
excbar EC, at the juvetion of Pearl and Beaver 
gir ets, there wes sn excited throng anxious to 
reech the brokers with orders, or receive from 
them the result of urders already made, while 
ground the ring slrovetevery broker outside 
of the beat ch quae bad orders. Buying orders 
¢dey gereral.y came from Crossman & Vo 
These firms represented the cliqne whica firs 
grid the boom In coffee about eighteen 
month: *Z0 and caus:d it to déivance from 
aight eighteen cents a pound, At tho latter 
figure & numberof Rie Javeiro operators, called 
the Brszian pert’, who bad been bears on the 
market sll the wa; upto eighteen, changed 
their porition a dbecame buyers and carried 
the price above £1 cents, which figure it Grossed 
ghout two weeRs ago They are now said to 
be Joadcd heavily, one house being reported to 
po'd 500,000 bags for their account, The 
@rorer? C‘rotrmiah party on the other hand, who

The fsilure of Mackay & Small, prominent 
efiee brokers of Water street, was announced 
this sfierncon Mr. Small, of this firm, 
was formerly connected with the large coffee 
frm cf Small Bros & Co, with housegin Now 
York, Baltimore, Curcago and New Orleans, 
The next failure was that of B. G. Arnold & 
Co, The failure of Areold is supposed to have 
been catsed chiefly by the inability of 
Bio hovses to remis margins in time. 
Their liabilie» are stated above one million 
gnda New York bank is exid to be heavily in- 
volved. The habilwies of Mackay & Smill 
are estiwated ic. ts $150,000 to $300,000. Gru- 
ner, Joseph J. O’hovoghue and other strong 
houses bovaht lorgely at bottom prices so as to 
spetain the mark: ? ead make losses as small as 
possibie. Dicermberacvanced from 1589 to 
16 75. More jallures are ex pected befere the 
time t© deposi! mi-rg os expires. B.G. Arnold 
was the ctiginsior of the coffse exchange and 
was the first provid ut. He was formerly of 
the firm of Arusid, Sturgis & Co., the largest 
eofiee beuse in the Unatted States. Another 
failpne is thas on Noxton Weyl & Bevan, 
heavy brokers. 

Tle bickers acting for buli opsrators became 
panic siricken, and rushed to sell without re- 
gad to price Tse balls blamo the Graner- 
Crosswan syudieate for starting the decline 


which culmivated in todsy’s panic, but the 


beartyuGicate sty>ined every nerve t» chock 
the fail, without success. Ja fact, the 
syrdicate brokers were the only buyers at the 
opening, which was at seventeen conts per 
pound, over a cent below Saturday's close, and 
although a rally wes caneed by bear-supportiog 
orders, rumors of troudDle and continued selling 
caused them to stop buying and join the bulis 
in unkcacding stuff they had ‘taken early. 

Ali thrcugh the forenoon selling was coupled 
With the wildest scencs ever witnessed on the 
exchanges, and in #li toe cffices there wore 
knots of brokers gsihered discussing the 
prospects of a recovery. 

In the afternoon there was some hops of a 
rly. but heavy se!ling continu :d, and soon the 
price fell off in heavy fluctuations until it 
reached fifteen cents per pound. This deciine 
Was aceciupanuied by a notiszoof the suzpension 
ofthres firms, B G. Arnold & CC»), Norton, 
Weyl & Bavan, and Mackay & Small. Aftar 
the announcemert of these failares, an 
orgeniz<d effort wes made by promiaent houses 
like O’Donahue, Granor & Crosiman, to sastain 
the market, and they succeeded in causing a 
tally of about ome cent all aronnd. 

The failure of B.G. Arnold & Coa., attracted 
the most attention, as they are the most promi- 
nent house in the trade, but if was generally 
anticipated. Thesenior memberof tae tirm 
Was catig ht in 1882 by the collapse ofone of the 
largest desls everattempted in coffee, and was 
compelled to suspend for over a million dollars. 
He startcd in business again, however, 
and = Was euceersfal in all his 
ventures. On Augest Ist, last, he formed a 
partnership with his son and since then they 
bave done strictiy a commission basiuess. He 
ascribes the feilureto the factthat his cus- 
tomers Were so far away that ii was im possible 
toreach thom in timo to obtain sufficient mar- 
gnto meet the decline. He couid make no 
statement of his liabilitics and said he couid 
not tay anything about the chaneas of resam- 
ing, Qatsiders claim that the firm has been 
cairying five handied thousand bags of coffee 
for Rie Janeiro operators, knowa as the Bra- 
Zilian party, snc itis estimated that the jilia- 
bilities Wili amount to over a million. The 
extreme decline for the past two weeks is 
from 21.30 two weeks sz, to fiftesm cents to- 
Cay, or over (| couts per pound.

“Now that firm has suspended,” coatinued the 
speeker; “the firms from whom Arnold & Co. 
bought will have to take their coffee back at 
the average prices of today, and prices are 
better than what covld bave been obtained by 
tke firm had thcv unloaded their holdings on 
the market.’’ 

July coffee before Arnold’s failure was an- 
nounced, was gnoted at 15.25, after the aa- 
nonncement at 15, and the close of exchange 
#t 16.10. Other months were affccted in like 
manner with two exceptions. The closing 
fuiure prices were higher than the prices ba- 
fore the failare. Juve coffee was naturally 
most heavily affected, dropping 2 70 points and 
only rallying 1 45 pointe at the closing.

Total assets 
$20,000, This is the only shoe manufactory in 
the scuth, and was believed to be doing a good 
business.

KEY WEST’S SCOURGE, 


New Cases of Yellow Fever—Cuban 
Physicians’ Opinion, 

Ery Wret, Fla., June 13 -—There have baen 
two rew cases of yellow fever since yesterday, 
snd one patient was discharged from the hos- 
pital. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla, June 13.—The Times- 
Union will ear, editorially, tomorrow: 

“The yellow fever scare has about died out. The 
slow spread of the disease in Key West has givea 
good grounds for hoping that it will be arrested 
and stemped out. And Cuban physicians thera, 
v ho are familiar with the scourge, declare that it 
is not genuine yelJow fever at all, but a severe 
form of climatic fever, from which unacclimated 
persous are liable to suffer in tropical and semi- 
tropical countries. Key West’s isolated position 
makes iteasy (o mainiain a successful quarantine 
The chief canger from the outbreak was that per- 
sons who first fled from the city before refugees 
were brought under quarantioe surveillance 
wight haye broughtit to the insinland and thus 
fet up centers ef infection. The period of iacnba- 
tion haying elapsed since these first refugees fled. 
from the city, it is felt that danger from that source 
hes been escaped, and the health authorities are 
new confident that the fever will be confined to 
Key West, if indced it is not stamped out there. 
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MUST PRODUCE PASSPORTS 


When Visiting Spanish and Danish Domin- 
ions Hereafter. 

WasniIncton, June 13.—The secretary of 
state is infermed by the minister of Spain in 
Washington that forciguers visiting Caba, who 
remain beyond one mouth, must provide them- 
selvea with paseports. Spanish consuls in the 
Upited States are now instructed to affix tho 
vice to United States passports, at a cost of one 
Gollsr. Notice bas also bsen received from St. 
Thomes to the effect that hereafter Spanish 
subject frpm that island visiting Cuba and 
Porto Rico must be provided with passports 
from the Spanish consulate. Subjects of 
other nations must secure passports from their 
respective consuls or from Danish autioritiss, 
sccording to their nationality, daly vised at 
tbe Spanish consulate at St. Thomas. Hore- 
tofcre Americans visiting St. Thomas were not 
rm quired te take out a passport when they pro 
ceeded to Cubs.or Porte Rico, but it is now 
highly important that they do so.

Over Gne Bundred Braves in the Fieid and 
Well Armed. 


CHIcaco, June 13.—A special from Tucson, 
A. T., says the hostiles sre supposed to be in 
the east end of the Santa Catalina mountains, 
as their signal smoke has been distinetly seen, 
Troops of cavalry are cperating in that locali 
tr. Over one hundred fighting backs are ou. 
erd all are well armed. The chief of the 
Avsrapia Apaches says there will be a big 
Inéian wear. Morethen four handred war- 
riors would soon be in the field, all with good 
gars ard plenty cofammunition. Neariy all of 
his young bucks bave joined the hostiles, All 
the wourtains kave been fired. The Indians 
say this was done to stop the troops from using 
a heliograph sigual-flash. A crest of the Santa 
C..ta'inas lat night was avluas for fifteen miles. 

Bgnson, Arizona, June 13,- Lieutenant 
Johueon’s command suprisea a band of Apaches in 
the Rincon mountains, at noon Saturday, captur- 
ing their beggage and horses. The indians eceatter- 
ed among the recks and evidently wili try to make 
their way back to San Carlos. Itis beiieved that 
ibe hostiles are practically: helpl<ss in their pres- 
ert cendition. Troops are stillin sharp pursuit.

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THE CROWN PRINCE OF GERMANY 
IN A SERIOUS CONDITION, 


Statements That His Physicians Informed the Empe- 
ror That There Was No Hop’'—The Cancer to 
be Out From His Throat—The Debete in 
the House of Vommons- Other News, 


BERLIN, Juse 13.—This morning’s official 
bnlietin states that Emperor William contin- 
ues to make good progrezs towards recovery 
Be slept well leat night. 

Crown Prince Frederick William left Berlin 
for London today to take part in the queen’s 
jubilee celebration. Before departing he called 
at the emperor's palace and took leave of his 
majesty. 

Bourse revived today after official announce- 
ment that the emperor was improving. Inter- 
national securities advanced one-quarter to 
one one-half per cent, Austrian credits rose 
two marks. 

LONDON, June 13.-~The Chronicle’s Boriin 
correspondent emphasizes the recent adverse 
reports regardizg the condition of the crown 
prinee of Germany. He asserts that Bismarck 
cepsiders the crown prince’s life doomed ard 
that the Jatter’s family are prepared for the 
worst. The correspondent gays that hoe has 
heard that the real statement of Professor 
Virchow was concealed, and that the professor 
went to the palace and, with teara in his eyes, 
declared that his examination had !ed him to 
believe that the malady was incurable, and the 
prince’s jite was in danger. 

A specialist bas writtca to the Bariin Tagblat 
saying he believes the case of the crown prince 
is a serious one, and thata ficting time for an 
operation is being allowed to pass, owing to 
fears for the result. It is necessary, he says, 
to remove the larynx which is the only opera- 
tion that can tave the prince’s life, although it 
will deprive him of his voice. The sp¢cialist 
declares that if the affection were only simple 
poly, us matter it would never have reached 
their present serious matter. : - 


IHE DEBATE IN COMMONS. 


Discussing the Fifth Clause of the Coercion 
Bill. 

Lonpoy, June 13—The hovse of commons 
this eveniug resumed debate onthe coercion 
bill, teking ppthe fifth clause, which deals 
with the procleiming of districts. 

Henry Fcwier, liberal, ploposed as an amond- 
ment that proclamations be made by order of 
the privy council instead of by the vicoroy. 
He urged thata change of such importance as 
the proclaiming of a district should be made 
by the imperial instesd of by Irish executive. 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, de- 
clined to accept the amendment. He reminded 
tbe bonse that the government collsctively, 
was responsible for every act of the Irish exac- 
utive. 

Messrs. Healy, McNeil, Clancy, and Dillon, 
rationslisis, successively supported the smend: 
wen 6. 

Mr. Glads‘one suggested that members 
should not spend any more of the short tims 
attheir command in fatile disenssion. It 
woulda be better, he said, to employ the remain- 
ing timein discussing weighticr points, 

Mr. Smith said he was auxious to allow suffi- 
cient time for the discussien of su stantial 
questions, and hoped the opposition would as- 
sist the government in this direction. 

Mr. Fowler offered to withdraw his amend- 
my. 

Mr. Dillon protested. He declined to take 
a°vice from the government asto what amend- 
ment shouid be discussed in the miserable pe- 
ticd left to contest the measure. 

Mr. Morley said he was sure Mr. Gladstone 
bad not meant to suggest that the opposition 
sssist in limiting the debate in accordance 
with the government's ideas. Opinions of 
Parrejlites upon the relative importance of 
amendments desired more attention than the 
opinions of English members, 

‘The amendment was put to a division and 
wae rej cted— 235 to 167. 

Mr. Koberty moved an amendment that 
proclamations be issued only on report of the 
judge of the high coart, after a local inquiry. 

Mr. Holmes, Irish attorney-general, opposed 
the emendment on the ground that it was not 
adviesble to remove any responsibility from 
the executive. A lecal inquiry, he said,would 
be valueless because the judge would bave no 
power to take evidoncs on cath. Mr Clancey 
raid that the goveroment would have been 
more candid if they had given as a reason for 
their opposition to the amend ment their desire 
to retain for politic:l purposes the power of 
proclaimiug a district.

Mr. Sktaw-Lefevre, moved an amendment 
limiting the euthority of the viceroy in pro- 
claiming districts where if might be necessary 
for the prevention of a crimeand outrage.

Which is Just Now the Sensation in Westera 
North Oaroiina. 

AsrEvittz, N. C., June 13.—{Special.]— 
Conspicuous among the of nature in 
this section of the state,is that one just re 
ported from the little town of Cooper's eight 
miles east of this city, on the Western North 
Carolina railroad. Information this morning 
reached here that af that piace on yesteriay, a 
child with two heads had been born. Findia 
the physician, Dr. R. I, Wilson, who attend 
the mother, he confirmed tbe report, and gave 
a fall description of thefreak. (Che child has 
two heads, the faces being opposite. The 
front face is perfect, while the one at the back 
ie not regular. Thereis only one neck for 
the two skulle, and the hair on the forehead 
oomes down to the eyes. The arms of this 
phenomenon are covered with a heavy and 
shaggy growth of hair, enti:ely to the wrists. 
A number of people today went from the city 
to see this monstrosity, and were astounded at 
its remarkable peculiarities. Rath and Harvey 
Lyth, two republic and hard working colored 
people, are the psrents of  _this 
strange being. They live in an humble 
cabin close by the Swavnee river, in the 
ruburbs of the village. The child is an un- 
usually large one, weighing about sixteen 
pounds, and apparently two feet long. Is is 
slmost white, aud has facial features that ara 
rather pleasing when the shaggy forehead 
and rear head are concealed. Its voice is not 
thatef the human young, but suggestive of the 
lower animals in its strange, unnatural cries. 
It has not taken nourishment from its moter, 
but greedily swallows what is otherwise given 
it. The mother appears attached to this 
strange creature, and refers to it in terms of 
eudearment. Numbers of the curious from t 10 
surrounding community have today visited the 
cabin, and gone away in wonder. Already the 
adaptability of the freak to the demands o! 
the museum has been freely discussed, andit is 
seid that business offere have been made and 
declined.

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THE WILL STANDS, 


IS THE DECISION OF 1HE SUPREME 
COURT IN THB DICKSON CASE. 


The Histsry of a Femoas Case-The Argument of 
Counsel in the Matter—The Decision of the 
Court-Speculation end Gossip Con« 
cerning the Famous Will Case. 


The supreme court of Georgia, Justice Sam- 
uel Hall presiding, rendered on yesterday its 
decision in regard to the will of the late David 
Dickson, in which a large property was left 
Amanda A. Dickson, colored, and her two chil- 
dren, The decision of the court was that the 
will of the testator should stand, there being 
shown to the court no reason why the instra- 
ment as wriiten by the testator should not 
govern the disposition of the property. 

The case has been pending for some time in 
the supreme court, and the decision has been 
anxiously awaited because of the peculiar fea- 
tures of the case. Thongh the matter has been, 
perhaps, more than once published in the col- 
ums of THE CONSTITUTION, a simple recital of 
the facts will prove interesting, now that the 
decision of the supreme court has again brought 
the matter prominently before the public. 

David Dickson lived in Hancock county, 
bear the jittle town of Sparta. He was a far- 
mer, and won from the sandy soil of Hancock 
not only a generous living, but managed to put 
by each year a sum that aggregated at the 
time of hic death, a handsome fortune. Mr. 
Dickson was more than aan ordinary country 
farmer; he was aman of broad views and ex- 
tensive information, and as he grew in expe- 
rience became tobe regarded as an authority 
upen sgricultnral topics. His formulas for 
commercial fertilizera, his rules for the plant- 
ing and cultivation of crops, especially of cot- 
tov, snd his dissertations upon ali farm topics 
were largely followed, and greatly iastrumen- 
tal in improving the condition of the farmers 
of his state and section. Unmarried, he lived 
in a comfortable manner near Sparta, and wag 
heid in the highestestesm by his neighbors. 
He was regarded as a wealthy man, and at his 
death his neighbors were not surprised when 
his estate approximated $350,000. But there 
was surprise ran:f<s:ed, when upon the open- 
ing of the will, it was found that Amanda A. 
Dickson, and hertwo children, were the hoirs 
to the magnificent property. 

Amanda Dickson was a mulatto woman of 
about thirty years, and was the daughter of 
Julia Dickson, a colored woman who had 
jived with Mr. Dickson for many years, 
When the relatives and friends of Mr. Dickson 
found that the bulk of the cstate was to go by 
the will to the mulatto woman and her two 
children they filed a caveat, objecting to the 
will on the following grounds: First, the will 
was the result of undue influences exercised by 
Amanda avd her mother, Julia, upon the 
wind of the testator; second, it resulted from 
false and fraudulent representations made by 
Amanda end her mother to the effect that 
Amanda wasthe child of Mr. Dickson, and 
that Amanda’s two children were natural sons 
of Mr. Charles H. Eubanks,a decsaased friend 
of Mr. Dickeon; third and last, the natupse of 
the will was contrary to the public policy of 
the state. 

On the trial of the cise before the court of 
ordinary the will was admitted to 
probate, and the caveators carried the 
matter to the: superior court of Hancock 
county for trial. After a long and siubdbora 
contest in the superior court, with able and 
zealous attorneys on both sides, b:fure a jury 
of citizens, who had known thetestator in 
life the verdict was fvund ia favor of the will. 
The caveatore, through their attorneys, moved 
f.r & new trial, but the court refused to grant 
it, whereupon the caveators excepted, and car- 
ried the case to the supreme.court. 

The case was argued last year before the 
supreme court, when the bench was composed 
of Chief-Justice Jackson, and Associate Jus- 
tices Halland Blandford. Weeks and months 
elapsed and the court madenodecision. The 
matter was delayed so long that public inter- 
est grew tired, and the case droppad from the 
minds of the people. At the time of the death 
ef the late lamented Chief-Juastice Jackson, 
the subject of the will again come tp, in the 
speculation upon «a rumor that the death of 
the chief-justice left the remaining members . 
of the court divided upon the matter. How 
this speculation began and upon what it was 
based no one can tell, for no hint had been 


dropped by any member ofthe court in re- 
> gaid tothe matter. That it was baseless was 


fuliy shown yesterday. 
Yesterday, Associate Justice Hall delivered 
As3i0- 


leading pointsin the decision, affirming the 
court below, as delivered yesterday, are as fol- 
lows: 

In regard to the question of undueinfinence, 
alleged to have been exerted upon the miad 
of the testator, the court he!d that the rapre- 
tentations made, whether frauduleat or not, 
were questions forthe jury. They had been 
tubmitted under thecharge of the court, and 
the jury found again the caveators. Alao, 
the court held that while it may have appeared 
that Amanda and her children were the iille- 
gitimate descendents of Mr. Dickson, yetif he 
lett property to them asa reparation fur his 
past indiscretions, or as a means for providing 
for his own offspring, and not with any view 
to promote immorality. or with any under: 
standing thet farther illegal relatious were to 
¢xist, the court could not see how the will 
could be declared void on that account. In 
rendering the decision the court said: ‘That 
whether or nct, it would be desirable to pro- 
hibit such legacies by law isa matter we can 
net deal with, and in the absence of 
avy legislative action upon the subject, it will 
be beyond the powers of the judicial depart- 
ment of the government to make such decla- 
ration, and as tothe color of the parties in- 
terested, the constitution of the United States, 
the decisions of the 4 nited States supreme 
court, ag weil as the constitation and laws of 
Georgia, prevent a discrimination on that 
giourd on the mere matter of claiming a leg- 
acy.” 

Se it appears that Amanda A. Dickson and 
her twe childres are fully in poasession of this 
megnificent property, and cannot be disturbed 
hereafter in the enjoyment of the same.

ation wasto her very alarmiog. Going to the 
yard, by cries ste managed to attract the at- 
tention of the watchman at the saw mili near 
by, who came to her assistance and soon had a 
rupner on the road for Dr. Joe Liddell. 

Late in the night he arrived and used anti- 
dates freely. For awhileit was thought recsy- 
ery was doubtful in at least seome of the cases, 
Mr. Sims’ mother Isying unconscious for twen- 
ty-four hours, but by well directed effort all 
were brought throvgh and are now out of 
dar ger.

off abonta week avo, Immeliataly after ha 
got his dismissal he is Known to have made 
threats against Mr. Sims. Fearing the con- 
gequences of an open combat, probab'y, he 
procured poison, with the intention of admin- 
istering it in some way to Goitideadly wWork. 
A twegro servant gi:l«f Mr. Sims's had biex 
sent toa well some distance, Ona her return a 
storm came up and she wentinto the negro's 
cabin until it should cease. I1tis believed he 
managed to place the poison in the water un- 
observed, while she was there.. The fact that 
Mrs. Sims only, as it happened, drank of 
neither the water nor the coffee made with it 
and sbe alone was unaffected, supperts this 
idea. The negro, it was ascertained, fled im.- 
mediately after the facsof the poisoning bs- 
came known.

Another Negro Licutenant. 

The second negro who ever gradaated at 
the West Point Military academy has jast 
gone out from that institution and will soon 
enter the army as a second lieutenant, This 
famous individual bears the ponderous name 
of Ulysses Grant McAlexander and hails 
from Kansas, Among sixty-four graduates 
he stood just half way down the list, a very 
creditable place. 

The other colored graduate from West 
Point was Flipper, who was appointed from 
Atlanta and finished his academy course in 
1877. He did very well at West Point, bat 
his career in the army was disgraceful, 
After several minor troub!es he was finally 
dismissed from the service for shortage in 
his accounts as a post quartermaster. He 
then served for awhile in the Mexican army, 
bnt secon gave up his commission and since 
that time has been leading a sort of Bohe- 
mian life in Mexico. It was recently re- 
ported that he had made a considerable sum 
of money out of a mining speculation.

Our contemporary 
says: ‘‘For years the present coanty jail 
hes been, just as its predecessor was before 
it, a pen of filth, degradation and suffering.’’ 

It seems that in this beautifal city, under 
the shadow of the church spires, it has been 
the custom for years to pen criminals of all 
shades of depravity and of both races, men 
and women, together in one room for months 
ataiime. Itis bad enough to crowd men 
together in an indiscriminate way in the 
same ce]l, but it is infamously brutal to com- 
mingle the sexes. Inthe Jacksonville jail a 
delicate white girl arrested as a ‘‘suspect,’’ 
and perhaps entirely innocent, runs the risk 
of having to stay day and night in the same 
room wiih burly negro ruflfians who have 
been convicted of the vilest crimes, 

While our contemporary is complacent’y - 
discussing the ‘‘influence of Christianity,’’ 
it is gratifying to see that itis urging a 
sweeping reform in its jailsystem. It is 
deciéedly embarrassing for a Christian com- 
mupbity to go along year after year encour- 
aging the grossest immorality, maintaining 
a school of crime, and taxing good people to 
support these infamies. 


The Cotton Movement, 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
review of the movement of the cotton crop 
for the week ending last Friday night, says 
that the total receipts have reached 4,032 
bales, against 7,599 bales last week, 9,765 
bales the previous week and 10,626 bales 
three weeks since; making the total receipts 
since the Ist of September, 1886, 5,179,919 
bales, against 5,207,949 bales for the same 
period of 1885.-’86, showing a decrease since 
September 1, 1886, of 28,030 bales, 

The exports for the week reach a t9tal of 
5,588 bales, of which 2,859 were to Great 
Britain, — to France, and 2,729 to the rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 700,500 bales. 
For immediate delivery the total sales foot 
up 8,612 bales, including 7,017 for export, 
1,595 tor consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 34,000 bales. These figures indicate a 
decrease in the cotton in sight of 46,311 
bales es compared with the same date of 
1886, a decrease of 21,025 bales as compare1 
with the corresponding date of 1885 and a 
decrease of 275,389 bales as compared with 
1884. 

The o]d interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 1,587 bales and were, Fci- 
day night, 70,471 bales less than at the same 
pericd jast year. The receipts at the same 
tows have been 4,387 bales less than the 
same week last year, and since September 1 
the receipts at all the towns are 33,104 bales 
less than for the same time in 1885--’86, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1886, are 5,183,518 bales; 
in 1885-86 were 5,311,006 bales; in 
1884 85 were 4,740,493 bales. Although 
receipts at the outports the past week were 
4,032 bales, the actual movement from 
lantations was only 1,858 bales, the bal- 
ance beivg taken from the stocks at the in- 
terior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
1,839 bales and for 1885 they were 489 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation in 
cotton for fature delivery at New York has 
been fairly active for the week under review, 
but the couree of prices, besides being ex- 
tremely variable, developed early in the 
week much irregularity as between this and 
the next crop, with a very unsettled feeling 
Liverpool accounts were much better on Sat 
urday and Monday, but they met with little 
response, having in a great measure been 
“‘discounted,’’ and the project of

Germany and France. 

The critical state of the Emperor Wil- 
liam’s health, the serious condition of the 
crown prince, and Bismarck’s uncertain 
tenure of existence are matters well calcu- 
lated to make thoughtfal Germans look 
doubtfally and anxiously into the fatare, 
The destinies of the German empire will soon 
be shaped by comparatively new men. 

In France very little defends upon the 
life of any one man; but much may depend 
upon the life of the ministry. It is freely 
predicted that the Rouvier ministry will not 
last a month. Several of the ministers, it is 
said, bave made conflicting bargains which 
cannot be carried into effect. The ominous 
quiet of Boulanger and his friends is sup- 
posed to indicate their strength and confi- 
dence, 

One thirg is certzin: Neither Germany 
nor France will feel in a warlike mood for 
some time tocome. These ancient enemies 
are wondering just how they are likely to 
stand day after tomorrow. The ravages of 
death on the one hand, and of fickle public 
opinion on the other, may work wholesale 
changes in a very short time. . Beyond this 
point speculation cannot profitably go. 


The Dickson Will Case. 

The world does move. After a prolonged 
contest before the Georgia courts, before 
jury and bench of appeal, the negro woman, 
Amanda Dickson, illigitimate daughter of 
David Dickson, the rich white plaater, in- 
herits his estate of over $400,000, Thia re- | 
sult was opposed by a powerful family con- 
nection, led by the ablest lawyers that could 
be procured, The supreme court on yester- | 
day settled the matter finally, and Amanda 
Dickson will enjoy her grand eatate—the : 
richest negro woman in America. 

The decision of the supreme court is 
printed elsewhere in brief and speaks for it- 
self. The nub of it seems to be—thata 
bastard can inherit in Georgia with as much 
accuracy as the well and regularly born—and 
that a negro, bastard or legitimate, stands 
before the courts of this state precisely where 
a white person would stand under the same 
circumstances, and that the will of David 
Dickson, as probated, is. not against the 
public policy of the state, as shown by legis- 


lative enactments and by the constiiution. 
It is both affirmed and denied that Jadge 
Jackson disagreed with his associates in this 
decision, and that he would have dissented 
had he lived to see the decision delivered. 


Is It a Deal in the Stock ?

Where Are Tom Paine’s Bones? 
From Notes and Queries. 
Some six or seven years ago I was returning 
rom Winchester to Waterloo, when a Londoa 
,pookrelier got into the train at Farnham, and 
axecogpizing me as a customer of his, we entered 
~into conversation. He told me he had been to the 
sale of the effects of Cobbett’s sister, who, I be- 
lieve, hed recently died, and among the articles 
he had purchased was a trunk, which he believed 
to be full of Cobbeti’s pamphlets, but upon un- 
packing after purchase he found a paper parcel at 
the bottom of the box containing human bones, 
and marked ‘“‘The Bones of Tom Paine.” Having 
them in the train, he said he would sell them to me 
at a reasonable price if I was willing to purchase; 
but I declined the offer. : 

I cannot recollect the bnokselier’s name, but the 
date of the sale, which could no doubt be ascer- 
tained, would fix the date at which they changed 
hands. What became of the bones afterward I 
never knew, not feeling sufficiently interested to 
inquire, GEORGE POTTER. 

The mortal remains of this philanthropic but 
calumniated individual have probably not been 
reintered since they were brought to this country 
in 1819. <A timilar inquiry to that of M. A. Oxon 
has previously been madein “N. & Q.”” Following 
up the result of that inquiry, I made a pilgrimage 


* to Guilford in 1876 or 1877, and endeavored to trace 


the “bones,”’ as I was then preparing a biography 
of Cobbett.. I succeeded so far as to discovera 
tradesman who recollected that his father possessed 
the box of relics, which had come into his posses- 
sion after the sale oi Cobbett’s effects in 1535. But 
no information could be obtained defiaitely as to 
what had become of the box or its contents, and I 
had no subsequent opportunity of tollowimg up my 
researches on the spot. 

I may add to this memorandum a record to the 
effect that a lock of hair from Paine’s desecrate i 
skull came into my posression some years ago, 
which bad previous y belopged to Mr. Tilly, Cor- 
beit’s secretary. EpWARD Situ.

Judge Newman has beon 
deliberate in making a selection, and while 
mary applicants and their friends will be dis- 
appointed, none can doub! but that the gentle- 
man selected is in every way worthy of the 
high position. 

As the name of Dr. Wm King has besn men- 
tioned in the public prints as the probable ap- 
pointee for this place, itis proper to say that 
Dr. King was not an applicant for the place, 
and that his name was positively withdrawn 
by his friends from Judge Newman’s consider- 
aticn.

GOOD FIGURES FOR ATLANTA AND 
HAV) Ki NSVILLESTVCCK. 
| osmpmenemeuatiedanetenesseat 
An Attempted Deal to Shake Sceary Bondholders So 
That They Would Sell et a Discount— rhe 
Stock Stiff et Parand Above—A Little 
Piece of Secret History, 
ee nme 


Tn the last two days about sixty thonsand 
dollars of the construction stock of the At 
lanta and Hawkinsville road has been put on 
the market in Atlanta. The stoca has been 
taken at stiff figures, uniformly above par, ex- 
cept in one instance. 

The cause of these sudden and heavy offer- 
ings of construction stock is explained as fol- 
lows by a director: 

“A number of subscribers to the Construction 
company’s stock thought the directors woald 
call for one or two assessments to build ten or 
twenty miles of road, then rush the bonds on 
the market, sell them at a sacrifice and call for 
no more aesessments. A man who subscribed 
ten thousand dollazs with this idea ex pected to 
psy not more than two thousand dollars before 
the sale of bonds would take the place 
of arsessments. The directors after 
considerings things carefally determined to 
build the road with the company’s money, and 
se]] the bonds when the road was built. The 
markets are flooded with bonds offered on roads 
yet to be built, and the price of such bonds is 
low. The Atlanta and Hawkinsviile road will 
be built with the money of its subscribers, and 
then the bonds will be put on the mirket, and 
sold to the best bidder.’’ 

“How many arsesements have been called?” 

“Three assessments of ten per cent each. It 
is likely that we shallcall for three more, or 
perhaps seven more. We do not intend to sac- 
nfice the bonds. They will be worth par, and 
we do not intend to slaughter them at seventy 
or eighty.” 

“Has there been any difference in the board?” 

“None atall. It was practically unanimous 
in determining to build with our own money, 
and sell our bonds at leisure. There was some 
discussion over tho letting of the contract on 
the road, bui the discussion reen!tei in the 
last contracs being let at a saving of ten thoa- 
sand dollars over the first contract.” 

“Work is pushing ahead rapidly?” 

“Yes. We have bought aud psid for three 
thousand tons of steel rails. We will ran 
trains into Atlanta from Senoia by O:stober, 
ard will run a train to Fort Vailey and return 
by the let of January. We have the money to 
build with, and do not depend upon the bond 
metket. It is mott probable that this 
whole movement is an attempted dea! 
in the stock, fer the purpose of shak- 
ing out scary holders at a low price 
and selling at a profit. I bappen toknow 
that seme of the stock bought yesterday morn: 
ing at par. was fold during the day by the 
same broker «t 107', by two o’clock. This fact 
was stated when the trausfer was made. It is 
also said that one broker has nearly $10,009 of 
the steck that hes been shaken out duriug the 
pest two dayr, and is holding it for a rise.” 

THE STOCK STIFF AT PAR AND ABOYE, 

None of the stock has been sold below par, 
and Only about twenty thousand dollars so'd 
at that. One lot sold at twenty per cent pre- 
mivm. Several lots were sold at ten per cent 
pretium. A broker who has handled a large 
quantity of this eteck, sold ten shares yester- 
day afternoon to Mr. George McKenzie at 1075. 
Mr. Carroll Payne has bought ten thousand 
dollars worth of the stock.

THE FARMER’S CONVENTION, 


A Large Assemblage will Meet in Atlanta 
on August 16th, 

The inter state convention of farmers called for 
the 16th of August,islikely to be one of the lar 
gest gatherings ever assembled in Atlanta. 
The farmers of ten states have been invited 
to gather with the farmers of Georgia on that 
day, views 
the the 
and if possible devise some means where- 
by the present impoverished condition of the 
farmers can be relieved. Formable responses 
have been received from every state except 
Alatama and Mississippi. Govercor Gordon 
has lately written personal letters to the gov- 
ernors of these states, asking them to call the 
attention of the farmers of their respective 
states tofthe matter. Upto date, Commission 
er Henderson has not received more than foar 
declivations of persons appointed as delegates 
to the convention,and these refusals were 
based upon excellent reasons, mos:ly provi- 
dential. 

If there is anything like a fair attendance, 
Commissioner Henderson thinks that there 
will be at least 500 farmers in Atlanta, and he 
feels coxrfident that the convention will last at 
least one week. Governor Gordon expresses 
the opinion that the deliberations will extead 
over a period of ten days. 

Addrecses upon vasious subjects, pertinent 
tothe agricultural interests, willbe delivered, 
the programme being to have one such address 


, from each state, the different speeches afford- 


ing theme for general discussion. The list of 
those appointed to deliver adcresses will be 
shortly mace public. It is expacted that the 
ce nvention will accomplish the object for which 
itis called, namely, to adopt measures looking 
tothe relief of the farmers. 

An important matter connected with the 
meeting of the convention, is where will the 
seesions be hela? The legielature will bein 
session at the time, and no room can be found 
atthe capitol. lf the capitol could be secur. d, 
neither bal’ would accommodate the conven- 
tion, for. it would be impossible to pack 500 
delegates into the hall of the house. Tae 
basement of the court house has been sug: 
gested, and unkss a better place can be ob- 
taincd, it is likely that the sessions will be heid 
there. Inthis connoction, however, Governor 
Gordon has made a most excelient sugges- 
tion and Commissioner Henderson is inclined 
towards itsadeption also. It is to secure a 
large tent like the one Sam Jones used when 
conducting hie mee ing in this city. Sach a 
tent would accommodate the largest crowd and 
wculd makeeverybody feelathome. It would 
edd much tothe com‘ort of the conventioa, 
erpeciaiiy if the weather is very hot at the 
time, which itis very likely to be. Strange to 
say, the acoustics of the tent used by sam 
Jones were very good, it being easy to hear 
orcinery conversation in any part of the circle. 
If this er any other tent can be secured it is 
likqwy thatthe big convention will assemble 
under canvass and conduct its deliberations in 
tre style adupted by the Evangelist Jones 

The expenses of the convention will not be 
very large, bat there wiil ba certain expenses 
to meet. No appropriation exists for that pur- 
poze, and Commisrioner Henderson will in a 
few days call upon the citizens of Atlanta for 
subscriptions. Noone doubis that the sonven-

THE BOARD HOLDS AN IMPORTANT 
MEBTING. 
A in ee ; 
It Remains in Session Two Hours and Discharg>s 
Moch Bosiness- A Police man for Grant Park— 
A Lively .Communication Incignantiy _ 
Denour ced— Pelice Force Increaged. 


The board of police commissioners met last 
night at 8:15 o'clock, all the members beiag 
present. The meeting continued until 1919 
o'clock. During’ these two hours all the basi- 
resa brought before the board was disposed of. 
The cession was a harmonious antruueventfal 
one. 

The first, matter reached was Aldorman Aa- 
gier’s ordinange relating to women of notorioas 
bad reputation riding and walkiog in the 
streets after nine o'clock at night. This orli- 
nance the general council had referred to the 
board. Chairman Evglish mggested that the 
ordinance was @ good one, and the ofasr mom- 
bers agreed with him. Ou motioa of Cepiaia 
Brotherton, the matter was referred ty Com- 
missioner Martian with the request that he 
frame an ordinance embodying the poiaty 


contaized in the paper. 


The resignation of RB. H, Ciack, patrolman, 


| was received and accepted, 


A communication was reesivyed from J. W. 


| Veal, who stated that while attending the 
| funeral of Officer Chapman he met with aa 


accident which disabied him aad caused him 
iv loge thirty odd days Ho petitioned tha 
board to allow him full pay for the lost time. 

Captain English said that he thought this 
was tue first case of the kind which had ever 
been brought before the board, and he doabted 
the wisdom of granting the potition. 

Messrs. Stephens and Martin, whilst exoress- 
ing sympathy fur the disabled officer, said they 
regarded the proposed action as a daagorous 
precedent. 

By auxnssimous vote the petition was de- 
nied. 

Commissioner Stephens presented a commu - 
niestion from A. F. Chisolm, and, at the re- 
quest of the chairman, read it. This letter al- 
leges that the city hasin ita possossion a gam- 
ing outfit belonging to Chisolm, and its restor- 
ation tothe writer is asked for. The letter 
states further that “a man named Nix,a 
striker of Lee Smita’s, told C. D. Kennebrew, 
Henry Huff and myself that he obtained a full 
outfit atthe station housein this way. He 
got an order from Lee Smithon J. W. Eaglisa, 
chairman ofthe beard of commissioners, for 
the tools, which he tuok to the stationhouse 
and handed to Chief Connolly. He was thea 
permitted to pick out such things as he 
need d,” 

Captain English was indignant at the accusa- 
tions contained in the above communication, 
and he dencurced the writer aga base calam-:

Chief Connoliy expressed his indignation at 
the imputations cast upon his character, and 
he, too, characterized the author as a cowardly 
slanéerer.

organized under its present name and title. 
Since then the brotherhood has experienced a 
steady and normal growth until it has today a 
sub-division in every prominent railroad center 
iu the United States and Oanada. It isa 
distinct organization, baving formed no con- 
nection whatsoever with any other labor or- 
genization, although frequent efforia to bring 
about a consolidation with the Knights of 
Labor and other organizations, have bseu 


made. 

Thies is a brotherhood in the truest senso of 
ihe word, and as such the care of the memes 
and their families is the sovereign idea of the 
organization.
